Neighborhood parks where fa- 
milies may enjoy a Sunday picnic 
and not have to fight the freeways, 
and where children can walk with- 


out having to cross busy streets, 


is the ultimate goal of park de- 
velopment in Upland, according to 
Elwin Alder, city manager, To 
achieve this goal, a $650, park 
bond issue is on the November 
ballot, 

Why is the issue needed now? 
According to the city, it is needed 
because of the following reasons; 

Upland’s park development has 
always been one of advanced plan- 
ning, Priority attention has been 
given to land acquisition adjacent 
to proposed or existing school 
sites, In 1961, 10 cents wag added 
to the annual tax rate to pro- 
vide a fund for park site acquisi- 
tion, This pay as you go method 
is not adequate, Schools are at 
present increasing in number 
within the City and there is aneed 
for additional parks, 

Park sites are becoming avail- 
able more rapidly than funds are 
accumulated, Land costs are in- 
creasing rapidly and in order for 
the City to be able to purchase 
park sites at today's prices, it 
is proposed that the City of Up- 
land issue General Obligation 
Bonds in the amount of $650,000, 
The 10 cents added to the tax 
rate in 1961 will satisfy the an- 
nual principal and interest pay- 
ments on the proposed bonds, 

The money would be used to 
acquire four 5-acre park sites 
and partially or fully develop six 
park sites. This proposition 
would enable Upland to fund its 
immediate park needs within the 
present tax rate, with no tax in- 
crease, 


Ask City Sales 
Tax Revision 


The city council at its last 
meeting passed a resolution 
asking that the method of dis- 
tribution of sales tax monies be 
adopted, 

The resolution said in part, 
‘The trend is toward large shop- 
ping centers, geographically lo- 
cated and designed to attract 
shoppers from predetermined 
radius, which normally encom - 
passes several surrounding 
cities, 

‘*These cities depend on saies 
tax as an important source of 
revenue and must bear all the 
cost of services to their citi- 
zens who do their shopping out- 
side the city limite,” 

The resolution said it is in- 
equitable to have one city col- 
lecting and keeping the sales tax

The use of electronic 
surveillance, under these 
safeguards, is imperative 
to obtaining evidence for 
convicting top organized 
crime figures, for law 
enforcement experience 
shows there is no other 
way to obtain some types 
of evidence, 

FACILITIES 

The Federal Gov- 
ernment should establish 
residential facilities to 
protect cooperative wit- 
nesses and their families 
in organized crime cases, 
And the government could 
help witnesses who fear 
organized crime repri- 
gals to find jobs, places 
to live in other parts of 
the country and to main- 
tain their anonymity, 

Other weapons against 
crime should include the 
authority to Federal pro- 
secutors to appeal court 
rulings that suppress evi- 
dence and heavier senten- 
cea on convicted crime 
leaders. 

These few basic steps, I 
believe, would go a long 
way toward making the 
American way of life a 
truly healthy and pros- 
| ee one, But the time 
or action is now, The 
battle must be joined, for 
the extent to which or- 
ganized crime has suc- 
ceasfully subverted our 
democratic process, is 
truly alarming,
